Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 

For  1902-03, 


The  past  year  has  been  one  of  remarkably  good  health  with 
no  epidemics  or  contagious  diseases,  and  the  mortality  rate  has 
been  very  low ;  and  with  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  al- 
most  perfect,  the  citizens  can  flatter  themselves,  and  tell  their 
friends,  especially  those  who  come  or  desire  to  come  here  for 
the  summer,  that  here  is  an  ideal  health  resort. 

In  the  early  spring  the  State  Board  of  Health  sent  out  notices 
to  every  town  in  the  state  of  a  meeting  of  local  Boards  to  be  pre- 
sent in  Concord,  April  29  and  30  and  May  i  and  2.  One 
member  attended  the  meetings  and  reported  them  as  very  inter- 
esting and  of  practical  benefit  to  the  town. 

The  attention  of  School  Boards  is  called  to  the  necessity  of 
seeing  that  the  laws  in  regard  to  vaccination  are  enforced. 
Every  child  should  be  vaccinated  and  present  a  certificate  from 
the  physician  who  did  the  work. 

Again  we  would  call  the  attention  of  those  living  on  the  bor- 
ders of  our  beautiful  Crystal  lake  that  its  water  is  used  by  a  large 
majority  of  those  living  at  the  station  village,  and  we  look  to 
them  to  see  to  it  that  the  water  is  not  contaminated,  and  we  ex- 
pect they  will  take  it  upon  themselves  to  see  that  the  law  in  re- 
gard to  the  pollution  of  waters  used  for  domestic  purposes 
is  carried  out  to  the  letter ;  and  here  we  will  say  that  the  water 
was  last  autumn  analyzed  by  the  State  Laboratory  and  found  to 
be  a  very  pure  and  wholesome  water  for  all  purposes ;  but  we 
must  keep  it  so.
